BARKING HOSPITAL 
BOSSES SLAMMED 


By Matthew Stanton 

HEALTH officials have been 
slammed for delaying much-need¬ 
ed services in a £12miillion hospi¬ 
tal extension. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
members claim sections of Barking 
Hospital, in Upney Lane, remain 
‘empty’ despite opening in March. 

The extension was built to 
accommodate maternity services, a 
polyclinic, a pharmacy, ophthal¬ 
mology, mental and sexual health 
services while trying to ease the 
burden placed on Queen’s Hospital, 
in Romford, and King George 
Hospital, in Goodmayes. 

The hospital has opened its sexu¬ 
al health centre and its mental 
health services, but its birthing cen¬ 


tre, GP-led urgent care centre and 
diagnostic services, such as X-ray, 
ultrasound and MRI scanning, are 
yet to start operating. 

Councillor Rocky Gill (Labour, 
Longbridge), deputy leader of 
Barlang and Dagenham Council, 
said; “This is a disgrace. 

“I want all the hospital services 
open to the public. Local residents 
deserve this, not a brand new £12m 
hospital that is empty 
“This hospital should have been 
built a year ago and its services, 
especially its maternity unit, should 
have been helping both Queen’s 
and King George hospitals by now.” 

Mr Gill believes the extension, 
which was first put to the public in 
2002, has suffered because of NHS 
reforms. 


Barking and Dagenham Primary 
Care Trust first proposed the plans 
until becoming NHS Barking and 
Dagenham, which then changed to 
the Outer North Bast London 
Community Services (ONBL). 

ONBL make budget decisions on 
behalf of Barking and Dagenham, 
Redbridge, Havering and Waltham 
Forest. The responsibility of run¬ 
ning the Trusts is the Strategic 
Health Authority London. 

A spokesman for ONBL said 50 
per cent of the building was opera¬ 
tional with the sexual health centre 
opening to patients in May last year 
and mental health services avail¬ 
able from February. 

He added: “Barking Community 
Hospital isn’t standing empty. 
Building work was completed in 


March within budget, following a 
substantial two-year redevelop¬ 
ment, which cost approximately 
£12m. 

“Some services have already 
moved in and we are now carrying 
out final checks on the building and 
making finishing touches before 
other services move in. 

“The midwife-led birthing unit 
has four beds which will provide 
maternity day care and is being 
equipped as we speak. 

“A staged opening of the materni¬ 
ty unit was always part of the plan 
and it is expected that ante-natal 
services, run by community mid¬ 
wives, will be the first to be up and 
running, with mothers being able to 
give birth in the unit once it is fully 
staffed.”

This week, we speak to DAVID FARR, 30, who co¬ 
owns cycle firm Nip Nip, which is based in 
Barking, with his brother, Matthew 


Where are you from?: 

I was brought up in East London and 
currently live in South Woodford. 

We ehose to set up business in 
Barking as it is an exeellent loeation 
right on the eyele super highway into 
the City, whieh is key to our business¬ 
es sueeess. 

How did you get to where you are 
now? 

I spent eight years working in the City 
in finaneial serviees and used to eom- 
mute every day on the underground 
whieh was sueh a harrowing experi- 
enee. 

It got so unbearable at one stage I 
bought an eleetrie bike to eyele into 
work whieh was not only quieker but 
mueh more enjoyable. 

It was this that made me realise the 
potential of eleetrie bikes and my 
brother and I looked into starting our 
own business. 

What excites you about your busi¬ 
ness/ trade? 

It is one of the biggest growth indus¬ 
tries at the moment and relatively new 
in the UK. 

It is the ‘newness’ of this teehnology 
that makes it exeiting. 

It is also rewarding when you see the 
benefit it brings people, espeeially 
when they ring us up to thank us. 

For some people, it has literally 
ehanged their lives. 

How did you manage to successful¬ 
ly start your business in the depth of 
a recession? 

Actually, it was the recession that 
helped us out. People are starting to 


feel the pinch with soaring petrol and 
insurance prices so it is becoming 
hard for them to afford to run a car. 

Electric bikes start from £400 but 
you will easily make it back in a few 
months not having to pay petrol. 

They are also so cheap to run - to 
charge the battery costs about Ip per 
10 miles so it is extremely economi¬ 
cal. 

Where do you see yourself in a 
year’s time? 

We want to spread the message about 
the benefits of electric bikes and make 
more people see the benefits com¬ 
pared to cars. 

I want to see electric bikes become a 
mainstream selling product, which I 
think is achievable as the UK is so far 
behind other European countries. 

In Germany, one in every four bikes 
sold are electric, and in Holland it’s 
one in five. But in the UK the number 
sold is so small, it’s impossible to 
work out the ratio. 

What advice would you give to peo¬ 
ple wanting to get into the profes¬ 
sion? 

Believe in your product. If you have a 
passion for what you do, you are 90 
per cent of the way there. 

What do you think your company 
does really well? 

We also offer safety courses for 
cyclists, which is unique to us. 

We teach people how to safely cycle 
in the Capital with training including 
basics like pedal control and using 
gears properly to safely navigate busy 
junctions.

THE girlfriends of two pris¬ 
oners have been senteneed for 
their part in a string of 
offenees ineluding traffieking 
prohibited items into a prison, 
eorruption, money launder¬ 
ing, and eonspiraey to rob and 
drug dealing. 

Leanne Angel, 25, of 
Rainham Road, Rainham, 
pleaded guilty to one eount of 
eoneealing eriminal property 
and one eount of money laun¬ 
dering and was senteneed to 
51 weeks in prison, suspended 
for 18 months. 

She was also ordered to 
eomplete 100 hours of eom- 
munity serviee. 

Samantha Patten, 25, of 
Lymington Road, Dagenham, 
was eharged with one eount of 


eoneealing eriminal property 
and one eount of money laun¬ 
dering. She was senteneed to 
six months suspended for 18 
months and was also given a 
eurfew order. 

Their partners and a prison 
offieer were also senteneed at 
Southwark Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Riehard Carew, 34, of Celt 
Close, Sittingbourne, Kent; 
James Mansbridge, 36, a pris¬ 
oner at HMP Whitemoor; and 
Peter Henderson, 33, a prison¬ 
er at HMP Brixton also 
appeared. 

They were arrested follow¬ 
ing a proaetive intelligenee- 
led investigation by the 
London Prisons Anti- 
Corruption Team (LPACT) 


into the supply of Class B 
drugs to prisoners of HMP 
Pentonville. 

The investigation was 
launehed in January 2010. 

During the investigation it 
beeame elear that Carew, who 
was at the time of the investi¬ 
gation a prison offieer at 
HMP Pentonville, was smug¬ 
gling mobile phones, drugs 
and other drug paraphernalia 
into the prison using eon- 
eealed eompartments in 
everyday household items 
sueh as wall eloeks or eoke 
eans. 

The eannabis and mobile 
phones were being eireulated 
around the prison by 
Henderson and Mansbridge, 
who shared a eell at HMP 


Pentonville. 

Angel and Patten were 
responsible for the finaneial 
side of the drug dealing busi¬ 
ness. They would reeeive pay¬ 
ments into their bank 
aeeounts for the drugs that 
were to be sold. 

More than a kilo of eannabis 
was reeovered from inside 
HMP Pentonville, but poliee 
believe that Carew smuggled 
in mueh more over a protraet- 
ed period of time. 

A number of mobile phones 
believed to have been smug¬ 
gled into the prison by Carew 
were also found. 

Henderson and Mansbridge 
were also produeed from 
prison to be eharged with a 
string of similar offenees.
